Huwever, where tt was ncccssary, some explanatory words 
within parenthesis have becn added. 
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All the Ahadces are unanimous and [ have taken due care 
that no weak tradition ts included init. Therefore, no Hadces 
possesses Icsser degree of authenticity than //fassan. For the sake 
of their authenticity. the names of the Companions, through 
whom they have reached us, have also been given. Thereafter its 
translation has also becn given in Urdu (and now in English 
too). I have tricd to give a meaningful and idiomatic translation 
without compromising on the mcanings of the Hadecs. At some 
places. the wording and flucncy have bcen controlled just in 
order to rctain the actual intention of the Hadees. 


It is needed that cvery Muslim should make this booklet a 
source of his guidance and read it again and again. The compiler 
and the publishcr have fulfilled their responsibility. Now it is 
upto the reader that he should read it not only himself, but also 
make his family, friends and relations read it and should also try 
to popularisc it.
